Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred,  for  final  revision,  the 
compilation  of  the  Resolutions  of  Grand  Lodge  and  Rulings  of 
Grand  Masters  that  have  the  force  of  law,  have  not  confined  them- 
selves to  collating  merely  these,  but  as  the  Grand  Lodge  is  a  body 
the  individuality  of  whose  members  is  continually  changing,  it  was 
deemed  advisable  not  only  to  note  the  many  suggestions  and 
recommendations  made  by  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  for  the 
time  being,  and  the  several  committees  of  Grand  Lodge,  which 
have  been  adopted  by  that  body,  but  also  to  set  out  the  several 
votes  affecting  the  expenditure  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  mention 
the  progressive  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  several  important 
matters,  thereby  showing  the  several  opinions  held  by  it  on  some 
questions  at  different  times,  so  that  future  action  thereon  may  be 
viewed  by  the  light  of  experience. 

Your  Committee  have  brought  down  the  work  to  the  present 
date,  and  are  induced  to  believe  that  it  will  prove  a  ready  reference 
to  the  many  interesting  and  important  subjects  which  have  occupied 
the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  since  its  formation.

June,  and  forwarded  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance

After  the  close  of  the  present  communication  (1857,)  no 
notice  shall  be  entertained  for  altering  or  amending  the 
laws,  rules  or  regulations  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  or  for 
adding  a  new  law,  rule  or  regulation  thereto  without 
notice  having  been  given  to  the  Grand  Secretary  in  writing, 
stating  the  amendment  proposed,  at  least  six  months 
previous  to  the  Annual  Communication  at  which  it  is  to 
be  brought  before  Grand  Lodge,  and  no  alteration  or 
addition  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  made  binding  unless 
supported  by  two-thirds  of  the  votes  present.  A  copy  of 
all  suggested  alterations  received,  shall  be  transmitted  by 
the  Grand  Secretary  to  each  lodge  at  least  three  months 
before  the  meeting  of  Grand  Lodge 1857

To  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  towards  alleviating  the 
distress,  regardless  of  nationality,  amongst  members  of  the 
fraternity  caused  by  the  unhappy  war  then  raging  in  that 
country  [Franco-German  War)  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  was  granted 

'Vo  Denver  Lodge  No.  j,in  the  State  of  Colorado, for  funera 
expenses  of  late  Brother  Northrup,  late  of  Missisippi 
Lodge,  No.  147,  Almonte,  $f  25.65 

The  sum  of  $200  to  lie  granted  towards  the  relief  of  our  suff- 
ering brethren  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  from  an  inundation 
in  that  State,  if  on  enquiry  assistance  should  still  be 
found  necessary.  The  appeal  for  a  contribution  being 
made  by  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  of  that  State. . . . 

On  the  retirement  of  the  Brethren  from  Quebec,  to  unite 
with  the  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  they 
were  presented  with  four  thousand  dollars  for  llie  purpose 
of  Benevolence,  said  sum  being  placed  in  the  hands  of 
R.  W.  Bi-other  Thomas  White,  junior,  in  trust,  for  the 
retiring  lodges,  until  a  meeting  of  their  representatives, 
who  shall  by  a  majority  determine  the  disposition  thereof.

That  at  the  meetings  of  Benevolent  Committee,  the  appli- 
cations of  widows  of  deserving  Masons,  having  children,

That  next  to  such,  widows  of  deserving  Masons,  who  by 
infirmity  or  old  age  are  unable  to  obtain  the  means  of 
support,  shall  be  considered 1864      550 

That  no  unaffiliated  brother  shall  be  considered  to  have  a 
claim  on  this  Fund,  except  by  direct  vote  of  Grand  Lodge.

That  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  pounds  of  Orrand  Lodge  he 
specially  set  apart  for  the  pui-pose  of  forming  a  J-'ntni  for 
Benevolence^  the  interest  accruing  therefrom  only  to  l)e 
available  for  charitable  purjioses,  antl  to  l)e  distributed

The  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  the  right  of  Masons  in  good 
standing  to  have  the  honor  of  masonic  burial  in  the  event 
of  their  decease  ;  but  where  the  burial  is  conducted  and 
the  expenses  thereof  defrayed  by  another  lodge  than  that 
lodge  of  which  the  deceased  brother  at  the  time  of  his 
death  was  a  member,  Grand  Lodge  does  not  consider  that 
any  obligation  rests  upon  the  latter  lodge  to  bear  the 
expenses  of  such  funeral,  except  upon  distinct  resolution 
to  that  effect  in  case  of  necessity,  {in  re  Brother  Northrup, 
Denver  Lodge,  No.  5,  Colorado,  vs.  Mississippi  Lodge, 
No.  147,  Almonte) 1873       397

The  only  questions  which  should  be  asked  of  the  accepted 
candidate  are  : 

1.  Do  you  believe  in  the  volume  of  the  Sacred  I^aw  as  the 
revelation  from  God  to  Man  ?
